I 60.000 Here To ‘Desert’ On Nov. 3 | 
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Out Of 
3 Will Fail To Vote-T h e Question Is Why 


(First in a series of four articles on why so many 
Americans fail to vote in such important contests as 
a presidential election.)

A week from tomorrow 135,000 Bucks County 
residents will troop to the polls to help elect a 
president of the United States. 


But another 60,000 who should be able to cast 
their ballots will fail to do so. 60,000 — almost one 
out of every three. 


Across the nation, an estimated 50 million Amer­ 
icans will ignore — perhaps through no fault of 


their own — this most fundamental expression of 
self-government. 


^’Voting is the first duty of democracy,” Presi­ 
dent Johnson said a few weeks ago. ‘‘The man­ 
date of November’s election must be by vote of 
the people, never by default of the people.” 


By Default 


Yet the simple fact is that every president of 
this nation since George Washington has been 
elected by default, not by the majority of the 
electorate. Those who did not vote could have 
changed the result of each of those elections. 


The citizens of this country are so apathetic 


about the ballot that they once elected as presi­ 
dent a man who had never voted in his life 
Zachary Taylor. 


Only 63.5 per cent of Americans of voting age 
cast their ballots in the presidential election four 
years ago. 
In 1956, only 60.1 voted for president and in 1948 
the figure was barely over half — 51.5. 
The question is why. 


Psychologists, political scientists and precinct 
workers have plumbed this question to its depths 
and they still do not know. 


Twice a year both major political parties and 


a number of civic groups such as the League of 
Women Voters storm through the boondocks and 
besiege us with every sort of plea, threat and ca­ 
jolery, and still they can not overcome the vari­ 
ous problems that keep the housewife in her kitch­ 
en, the doctor in his swank office and the barten­ 
der behind the closed doors of his saloon when 
they should be at the polling place. 


The apathy extends throughout our society, at 
every level. In a recent study in New York, the 
American Heritage Foundation found that one 
fourth of a city’s teachers, doctors and bankers 
had not voted, one third of its lawyers and real-

The report, expected shortly, 
has been signed by a m ajority 
of the Senate subcom m ittee on 
juvenile delinquency headed by 
Sen. Thom as J. Dodd, D-Conn. 


The 
Senate group’s 
findings 
are based on years of study and 
public hearings into the cause 
of juvenile delinquency. The la ­ 
test hearings w ere held in July. 


The report, in its sum m ary, 
said 
the 
subcom m ittee 
found 
on the basis of expert test! 
mony and im pressive research 
evidence, 
that 
a 
relationship 
has 
been 
conclusively 
estab 
lished betw een televised crim e 
and violence and anti-social at 
titudes and behavior am ong ju 
venile view ers.”

subcom m ittee said that 
“ the ex cessiv e am ount of tele­ 
vised crim e, violence and bru­ 
tality can and does contribute 
to the developm ent of attitudes 
and actions in m any young peo­ 
ple w hich pave the w ay for de­ 
linquent behavior.”

Race Listing 
In Va. Voided 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —The 
Supreme 
Court 
today 
struck 
down as unconstitutional Vir­ 
ginia laws requiring the listing 
of race on the state’s voting, 
poll tax and real estate assess­ 
ment lists. 
The 
court, 
however, 
left 
.standing a state requirement 
that parties to a divorce decree 
specify their race. 
The actions came in a brief 
order affirming decisions of a 
three - judge federal court in 
Alexandria, Va., last April 28. 
A Supreme Court order deals 
only with the question of wheth­ 
er the high tribunal will accept 
a case for hearing. It does not 
consist of any formal opinions. 
On the issue of divorces, the 
judges in Alexandria held that 
the state was entitled to obtain 
such information to compile vi­ 
tal statistics. But they also held 
that the racial listing in the 
other categories were unconsti 
ttuional. 
In 
today's 
action, 
Justice 
John M. Harlan was listed as 
believing the court should have 
heard arguments on all of the 
issues. Justice William J. Bren­ 
nan Jr. indicated he would have 
liked to have heard the issue 
of divorce listings. 
The Virginia laws were chal 
longed by a group of Negro and 
white citizens from the Wash­ 
ington, D.C., suburban counties 
of Arlington and Fairfax, and 
the city of Alexandria.

B E L G R A D E . Yugoslavia 
(U PI)—The rain-swelled 
Sava 
River 
burst through 
reserve 
dikes today and swamped parts 
of Zagreb. 
Torrential storms 
caused disastrous floods else­ 
where in northern Yugoslavia. 
Unofficial reports from Za 
greb put the deaths there at 
from 16 to 18. The Yugoslav In­ 
terior Ministry confirmed one 
drowning in Zagreb. Official re­ 
ports said at least three other 
persons were killed in provin­ 
cial Croatia and the coastal 
town of Split. Two of the dead 
were crushed by a crane top­ 
pled by high winds. 
Two weeks of continuous rain 
raised the Sava, which runs 
through Yugoslavia from the 
Alps to Belgrade, to 17 feet 
above its normal level. 
Flood waters cut the main 
Zagreb highways to Ljubljana 
and Paula, swept through subur. 
ban 
villages 
causing 
“ great 
damage to the population” and 


poured 
into 
the 
industrial 
center. 
Residents of Zagfeb, Yugo­ 
slavia’s 
second largest 
city, 
scrambled to rooftops for safe­ 
ty and were rescued by helicop­ 
ter and boat. Troops, firemen, 
police and volunteers evacuated 
other threatened families and 
went to work repairing the rup­ 
tured dikes. 
All schools in Zagreb were 
closed,

were 
knocked out.
